IN THE THIRD YEAR OF PEACE 
YET STILL 
WAR 
Although America was the nation which first 
of all compiled peace for the world, America has 
not yet taken peace for herself. An entanglement 
df selfishness and red tape had bound the nation 
for over two yeans, and even now there is no sign 
or evidence of a treaty declared—peace with Ger­ 
many. 
The election of Senator Harding to tne 
Presidency has brought the question of peace into 
greater prominence but with his 
elation 
no 
promise of final solution has appeared. 
There Í3 no questioning the assertion that we 
have become more and more isolated from the 
rest of the world, since the |im e it appeared that 
the Versailles treaty was to be held up indefi­ 
nitely. Our action has also made this imtion the 
laughing stock of the world. 
But who but our­ 
selves is to blame. 
With the record open to all, that while we did 
much to win the war, we did not lose in killing 
more than a few per cent of the total loss is it 
proper for our nation to stand in the way of the 
treaty. On top of this it is plain also, that this 
nation all but dictated the Treaty of Versailles. 
It is at least a 90 per Cent American treaty, and 
yet forsooth because we could not make it a full 
hundred per cent American we will reject it. But 
is that the real reason ? Is it not more exact and 
truthful to say that petty politics has prevented 
the ‘Signing of the world war treaty ? The Senate, 
led by such men as President-elect Harding, said 
the Versailles treaty should be “Americanized,” 
in face of the fact that about forty other nations 
helped make it, a large percentage of which lost 
scores of men in battle to this nation’s one man. 
Should we hope to make it an American made 
treaty. 
It was not so bad, in the early days of the 
world’s history, for a few tribes to feel and say 
that their tribes were the only important ones in 
existence; but for few men of this nation to hold 
up a world treaty of peace, in this enlightened age 
of progress is absurd and ridiculous. 
At 
the 
present rate we will be celebrating armistice day 
next years and the next and still no treaty signed. 
For such a state of affairs to exist may speak well 
fear the patience and easy £oing nature of Ameri­ 
cans, but it does not speak well for their intelli­ 
gence or sense of obligations. 
And it might bo 
noticed that Republican enators are not the only 
ones who have fought the treaty. Senator Reed, 
and Senator-elect Tom Watson, have been as guil­ 
ty as háve Hiram Johnson and William E. Borah. 
Unless the Republican majority shall definitely re­ 
ject the leadership of such men as 
Borah and 
Johnson, there is no telling when the world war 
will be officially ended.

YEAR CLOSING IS 
GREATEST IN THE

The Alabama Baptists are rounding 
out the greatest year in their history 
as shown by a statement of D. F. 
Greeh, secretary-treasurer of the exe­ 
cutive board of the Alabama Baptist 
State Convention.

The Home 
Mission Board is doing a most splen­ 
did work as it tries to answer the calls 
for help, here in the homeland and in 
Cuba, and save America; but it also 
finds itself handicapped for lack of 
sufficient funds to do the work on the 
glorious scale it so much desires, al­ 
though it has extended and enlarged 
its work magnificently during the past 
year. 
“Our state board cannot begin to 
answer the calls for help coming in 
from our weak churches and our 
churches located in industrial centers. 
We are praying that God will give us 
a greater vision of the needs and make 
us willing in this, the greatest day 
Christianity has ever known. 
“Our state evangelists, enlbtm nt 
workers and missionaries report glo­ 
rious results in our state during the 
past year. 
Under their preaching 
2921 souls have been saved and have 
been received into our churches for 
baptism, and 1965 by letter. I have 
not the figures before me, but am con­ 


fident that the home board evangelists, 
independent evangelists and our pas­ 
tors have received many times this 
number for baptism, showing 
that 
God is gloriously blessing the Baptists 
of our great state. We anticipate the 
greatest convention in our history.”
